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African Unity 


Mi Shay ORGANIZATION FOR 
African Unity, which has just 
concluded its meeting in Cairo, was 
set up a year ago with the primary 
aims of ending the last vestiges of 
colonialism on the continent and of 
giving independent African countries 
an organized voice. - 

At this week’s meeting it was 
brought home to the 33 heads of 
states attending that neither aim 
is capable of being achieved in as 
clear-cut fashion as they might 
have hoped. ‘The conference was, 
in fact, marred by considerable 
bickering over the future course of 
African independence as well as 
hesitation: over the—speed with 
which remaining colonial prob- 
lems should be met. ‘ 

“fhe most unsettling issue to 
face the OAU was the attempt 
of the Marxist-oriented Ghanaian 
group to im on the organiza- 


— tion its view that African develop- 
achieved 


ment must be through 
continental federation or union 
— obviously. the“ route to great 
power for the ambitious Kwame 
Nkrumah, president of Ghana. 

This view of the OAU's future 
{s strongly opposed by most of the 
other members whose’ spokesman 
wag President Julius Nyerere of 
Tanganyika and Zanzibar. Mr. 
Nyerere accused Mr. Nkrumah of 
attempting to wreck African. unity 
in a which was notable for 
its personal bitterness. 


But this was only one example poten 


of the conflicts which arose at the 
: conference without being satisfac- 
torily resolved. Little was done to 
settle the antagonistic territorial 
claims between Algeria and Mo- 


rocco or between Somalia, Ethiopia 
and Kenya. ; 

Although there is agreement in 
principle on support for the move- 
ments to liberate the a 
—— of la,” Moza’ 
and Guinea and freedom move- 
ments of South Africa and South- 
ern Rhodesia, there was. hard- 
headed recognition by states 
that they are not in an economic 
position to go along with action 
such as boycotts which could 
jeopardize their trade. 

Another of the divisive elements 
in the OAU has been the acces- 
sion to power of Premier Moise 
‘Tshombe of The Congo who was, 
in effect, told not to come to Cairo. 
A majority of the African jeaders 
do not trust. Mr. Tshombe, suspect 
him of being a tool of the Portu- 
guese, and in turn are suspected by 
the Congo premier of giving aid to 
Congolese rebel groups. 

The Cairo meeting thus has not 
been an unqualified success as a 
unifying force but it must, at the 
same time, be-remembered that the 
OAU is still a very young organiza- 
tion made up of members whose 
origins are diverse and who have 
not yet had a great deal of experi+ 
ence in attempting to get along 
together. There is still a chance 
that it will develop into an influ- 
ential force now ee 
to set a permanen adquarters

The response to this column has been 
quick. Some correspondents have told me 
that I am naive, They write that there is a 
racket itv Quebec.

Another man sent me a clipping from

The priest was testifying in a Montreal 
court. at the trial of a CNR employee who, 
the account says ... is charged with taking 
part in making out of false’ income tax re- 
turns for the‘ year 1960.
